Any Soldier who may possess more 
earthly goods than arc required for the 
support of himself and his family is under 
the most solemn obligations to devote 
such surplus to the advancement of the 
Kingdom of God, knowing that thereby 
he follows tbe shortest, surest, and most 
effective method for promoting the highest 
good of those about him, both for this 
world and the next. 

Tub True Use of Honey. 

It was never intended by the promise 
in the "Articles of War" "to give all I 
can," that Soldiers should be required to 
cease to give money which they had 
promised to any benevolent institution ; 
but a Soldier is of course expected to set 
the one purpose of the War continually 
before him, and to prefer to spend all 
spare cash in this one direction, so far as 
it eau be done consistently with promises 
made before he knew the Army. It is as 
much the dutyof a true SalvationSoldier 
to use his money for the Salvation of the 
world as it is for him Lo employ the gifts 
of speaking, or thinking, or any other 
tliat he may possess for this purpose. 

Spending flonty for the Kingdom's Soke, 

It follows, then, tbat a Soldier who lias 
property or money or a large income will 
supply tbe wants of bis family ; that is, 
keep them in health nnd strength, and 
supply the necessary education, and meet 
suefi further needs as appear to him 
necessary for their welfare— in short, 
qualify them most efficiently for helping 
Jesus Christ- to save the world. And 
when he has set apart as much of his 
income as is required for this purpose, he 
will give up the remainder to the interests 
of the Kingdom. It docs not necessarily 
follow that a wealthy man shall at once 
distribute his surplus capital for Salva- 
tion purposes, but if he does jiol, it docs 
follow that he shall invest iL in sueli 
a manner as will lawfully produce the 
largest income, and that he shall then 
devote the surplus income to helping the 
kingdom of God.

Here, in the face of a galling fire p he 
fragged the wounded into shelter, and 
a little later he ventured out under a rain 
of lend to bring in Lieut. Rolwrts, tfce 
only son of Lord Roberta, who was lying 
in the open, desperately wounded. 'For 
some seven hours Babtic kept hy the 
wounded in the shallow donga, no one 
daring to lift a head above the edge of 
the dip. He alone had a water-bottle, 
and he doled out what water lie had in a 
sixty minim measuring-glass. He was 
also able to relieve pain by morphine, 
and when not otherwise occupied, lie 
sheltered poor Roberts' face from tbe 
scorching sun by holding aboveit a letter 
he chanced to have in his pocki-t. It vra 
not until darkness wns setting in that it 
was possible to venture from the scant 
shelter the donga provided. 

The bravery exhibited by the Major, in 
the interest of the bodies of those pour 
sufferers, is surely an incentive to more 
devotcdeffort on ths part of those hIiok 
supreme life-duty is the caring-for of 
dying souls!

BY THE GENERAL. 



I.— Husbands and Wives Alike. 

^UlEADY I huve written, and 
the "War Cry " has pub- 
lished, u series of papers uu- 
der this title. These arti- 
cles, I have been given to 
understand, huvo proved 
helpful to many of my comrades ; and 
therefore 1 um eucouruged to deal week 
by week, after the earns fashion, with 
other aspects of the subject. That they 
nlnj prove equally useful is my earnest 
desire. 

In commencing with uu article that 
1 have named "Husbands and Wives 
Alike," 1 wish to make my remarks 
applicable to both parties iu the mar- 
riage contract. And first, let me say 
that married life ought to be u bun- 
pier mid more une(ul form of existence 
than any other. Alas ! 1 nin much 
afraid that this is not the usual ex- 
perience ; and the reasons why the state 
ofi en falls short of the expectations 
so commonly cherished concerning it 
arc not far to seek. Auyway, I think 
1 can give some counsels which, if 
followed, will help te the realization of 
ut least n measure of the blesseduess 
so fondly associated beforchnud with 
matrimony, and thereby tend to make it 
answer the end which God had in view 
in its Institution : 

1. Happiness is Married Life will 
depend with every Salvationist upon 
its being bcguH and carried on in the 
Will of God. Eemomber this. If It is not 
of God, hsB not His blessing, and is 
not for His glory, it will eome to worse 
than nought. But, if it is of God, it 
will prosper, nnd neither men nor devils 
can prcrclil it. 

There may, and possibly will he, pov- 
erty, persecution, affliction, and I know 
not what other tribulations, nssoeiutod 
with it sooner or later ; but, if so, 
Ihoy will only work oat the Divine 
purpose, bring blessing to others, nud 
eierr-ni honor in Hie skies to hus- 
band and wife. See la it therefore, that 
God is worshipped, feared, and obeyed 
from the beginning till the end of your 
union, 

2. Ttemembsr, also, that hnppiness 
in the Marriage Slate, will be found 
to depend very much ni>:>n the joint per- 
formance of the Duties arising out of 
it. The husband cannot neglect his 
share of the work required by the fam- 
ily without the wife suffering ; neither 
can the wife neglect her share without 
entailing misery on the husband. If, 
for instance, the husband refuses to 
work for the support of the household, 
the wife and the family will stnrvc, and 
if the wife does not cur ■ for the home, 
practice economy, prepare the food, or 
nurse the children, the husband and 
the whole family will ruflcr in eouse- 
qucuee. And so, all the way through, 
each must do their part, and do it with 
their might. 

3. Continue enrefnlly to chcriuli the 
offeetion for eneh other already in ex- 
istence. Ssmcono has wisely said, "Be 
lovers slill." Love is delicately con- 
slitutod, and, if it is to live nnd thrive. 
It must be carefully guarded oud en- 
cournged. A great deal of the love of 
married life dies of starvation— anyway, 
perished from neglect. If you cultivnte 
It, you will hnve an nbundont harvest ; 
if you do it violence, or even leave it 
iintcndod, the thorns will choke it, aud 
It mny ultimately perish, 

Oli, love is the choicest treasure of 
your marriage outfit ! All the gold nnd 
silver in the cotters of a millionaire will 
not purchase love ; the power* of an 
emperor cannot win it ; the learning of 
a Kclmlur cannot discover it ; the skill 
or the most inventive (renins the world 
ever knew cannot manufacture lore. 

Love will make your house glad, whe- 
ther it is n cottage or n mannioji ; love 
will smooth the roughest rond you may 
he called to travel ; love will fit your 
back to whntoYcr burden you may have 
mutually to bear ; love will make yon 
equal Lo whatever situation you may 
have to fill. The love of courtship was 
precious to yon, but the pure and mature 
love of marriage should exceed it. I 
loved my bride before I took her to the 
nltar, hut I loved her more, and derived 
more happiness from my love twenty 
yearn after that Interesting event. I 



beseech you to take heed to your love. 
Encourage it, and whatever else may 
come or go, don't let your love for each 
other fade. 

4. Resolve, nnd hold on to jour reso- 
lution, to hear and forhear with each 
other's fuults nnd infirmities. Do not 
be disappointed if you each lind 
that you have not married an nngel. 
You will have been blind indeed if you 
have not discerned certain failiugs in 
woh other beforehand. And you will be 
certain to miike further discoveries iu 
the same direction as you eome to know 
ruck other better. 

These imperfections, whether of tem- 
per or taste, whether inlirmities of body 
or deformities of iniud, will, at the 
time, doubtless cull for the exercise of 
all the patience you can command ; but 
it mast be forthcoming, or greater evils 
still will foiiow. You must enst yourself 
on God for the supply of all the wisdom 
you will need, and in nothing will He be 
more willing to give you an abundance 
of grace. 

D. You must agree to differ on unim- 
portant matters. Half the quarrcla and 
divisions in married life begin with 
disagreements over trifles. Be content 
to have your own views and opinions on 
things that do not affect your individual 
consciences, or threaten to interfere with 
the real welfare of your family. It is 
the height of folly to wrangle about 
uothiug, especially as you never know 
to what sad coiisequeuccs such wraugl- 
ing may lead, 

I remember bearing of n man and 
his wife who, sitting =t supper one 
eveuing, watched a mouse run across 
the floor nud disappear. The hushnnd 
said it ran into that hole ; the wire 
snid, "No, it ran into that," pointing 
to another. The husband replied that 
he was eoulident the mouse rnn into 
the hole that he had indicated ; but 
the wife responded that she was equnlly 
confident it did not. And so the alter- 
cation went on, until it rose to high 
words, with a bitter quarrel followiug, 
Ihnt resulted in sepnrntion. 

Seven years they lived apart, aud then 
a reconciliation was etTeeled, and they 
were happily reunited. A few days 
afterwards, silling at supper in the 
snme room where the first dispute took 
place, one of them, referring to the 
original quarrel, said, "But the mouse 
did go into that hole," and the oilier 
replied, "No, it did not," and they quar- 
relled again, and iiartcn, never to be 
reunited in this life. 

Every reader of this paper will say, 
"How exceedingly stupid it wns to dis- 
agree over such a trivial thing ! Hut, 
uic there not in many families, almost 
every day, differences over matters 
quite as unimportant ? True, they mny 
not lend lo such disastrous results,=bnt 
tltero is the possibility of their doing 
so. Aud. even if thcru wero no such 
danger, how unlike the Spirit of Jesus 
Christ It must be to engage in three 
contests. 

0. If differences should occur between 
yon, let eneh he willing to benr the 
iilame. It is not uncommon to hear the 
husband, under such circumstances, say- 
ing, "Well, it is all ber fnuli," and it 
is not seldom that we hear the wife, in 
n similar manner, lnyiug all the blnmo 
of the qunrrel upon her husband. 

Now, ill the majority of family jars, 
everybody will know that there lire 
faults on both sides. It may not be 
always eo. I have known many wives 
who, for long yaars^ hnve endured treat- 
ment of the most unjiiBt and cruel ehnr- 
oeier with uncomplnining patience and 
submission, the blame being wholly ou 
the hushnnd's side ; nud I have known 
husbands who have been called to suf- 
fer all Boria oi wrong nt the hnnds of 
their wives, without making nny evil 
return. But, although the blameworth- 
iness may not he equally divided, snme 
part of the fault will be ordinarily 
traceable to both parties. 

To end differences when they exist, 
lo drive away the devil of discord an 
speedily as possible, and to promote 
concord and ponce between hearts so 
nearly allied as arc those of hushand 
nnd wife, must be truly n religious duty. 
To attain this end. the first opportunity 
should be taken to effect reconciliation, 
and it cannot be done no quickly or ho 



effectively in any other way as by either 
party finding out where they may have 
b"cu to blame, frankly acknowledging 
it, and asking forgiveness for the same. 

It is said that John Wesley, on a 
cei'luiu Occasion, had a inllicr serious 
altercation overnight with the preacher 
who truveled with him as his Bcrvaut, 
in which some very high words were 
spoken on both sides. The next morn- 
ing, on meeting Mr. Wesley, the latter 
asked, "Well, John, have you made up 
your mind to ask my forgiveness for 
what transpired last night 1" Johu 
steadily said, "No !" upon which Mr, 
Wesley responded, "Well, theu, John, 
will you forgive me?" John immediately 
broke down, acknowledged where he 
had been at fault, supplicated Mr. Wes- 
ley's pardon, aud they were better 
friends than ever. 

The command of the Lord to "L,;t 
not the sun go down upon your wrntb," 
is peculiarly applicable to disagreements 
existing between husband and wife. 
Hoth should be determined never.under 
any circumstances, to sleep until there 
is pence between them— that is, where 
peace is possible.

They are hopeless, so they 
resign themselves to their awful fate. 

Iassing on through the city nhont :i 
ruilo, we came to its eastern bouudar.-. 
I., the bottom of the dry river-bed an I 
oi? its banks were scores of the doau 
bodies of persons who had starved :<i 
Jcath. In many parts of the city dead 
",.' dies were found. In one place luy lit: 
mad body of a woman who hud died 
wo days before. The hearllessnoss or 
(hose who are within a stone's-thro .■ 
of the sufferers, nud who could help if 
tiiey would, is very manifest. Mnny 
we found dying of thirst wilbin half-n- 
ni. mite's walk of the door of some rich 
Mohammedan or high-caste Hindoo, 
who, until almost forced to do it, woul I 
not. turn a hnnd to alleviate the suffer- 
ings of the dying. 

It was dreadful to look upon the lac>i 
ft the small 

Children who bad Starved to Death. 

Vurks of infant beauty, intermingled 
.l'th those indicative of a painful death, 
were traceable. What deaths they hnve 
.net ! And near them, on every side, 
sat others enduring the same terribl > 
Titterings, and awaiting the uame tev- 
rille end. Is anyone responsible, and 
will anyone hnve to answer and say wh/ 
it was permitted to be so ? 

The missionaries ore doing much, mil 
would do more if they hud the means. 

As we walked about these quint 
streets, we saw deserted homes, sad 
f.-vces, and dead hudics— so many th =1 
h;d lain so long in the streets and by- 
ways, that we had to breathe throngh 
n well-wnddcd handkerchief. We longe 1

Royal 
Sussex Regiment laid in Alexandria, and 
wore ordered to tho front in the Sondnn.
